Odor issue continues 


Facing legal action

WILMINGTON- A local auto 
body shop faces legal action, 
after it allegedly emitted a chem- 
ical odor for seven months, and 
possibly posed a health risk to 
abutting residents. 

Neighbors allege the chemical 
odor began to originate from Car 
Mart Subaru's auto body shop, 
275 Main St. Wilmington, in May. 
It is thought to be the smell of 
paint fumes. 

Car Mart Subaru has been 
ordered to abate their odor prob- 
lem on two different occasions by 
the Wilmington Board of Health. 
On June 30, the Board of Health 

, issued an order, giving Car Mart 


Subaru 30 days to solve the odor 
problem, which Car Mart Subaru 
received on July 13. After the 30 
days lapsed, another letter dated 
Aug. 18 was sent, which said paint 
odors continued to be a problem. 

The town is pursuing a legal 
remedy to the situation, and a 
show cause hearing is scheduled 
in front of the Clerk Magistrate at 
Middlesex Superior Court on 
Thursday, Nov. 19 at 2 p.m.

Wilmington man charged with 
attempted arson in restaurant fire 


By PAUL HAYES 

, TEWKSBURY- Because of a 
quick and effective police 
response, a suspect was quickly 
‘charged with attempted arson, 
after he allegedly tried to burn 
down the Cathay Palace restau- 
rant Saturday night. 

Morris Anderson, 47, of 38 
Salem St. Wilmington, was 
charged with setting fire to and 
burning the Cathay Palace, locat- 
ed on Rte. 38 in Tewksbury. Police 


were able to track down witness- 
es and apprehend a suspect in a 
matter of hours. 

"The arrest came as a result of 
officers Coviello and Tumenas," 
Deputy Chief Walter Jameson 
said. 

Anderson was arraigned at Low- 
ell District Court on Monday. 

According to Jameson, Coviello 
and Tumenas treated the scene of 
the arson as a crime, not as a fire. 
This allowed them to secure evi-

dence at the scene, and track 
down witnesses who had left the 
restaurant. Anderson was arrest- 
ed at his home less than two 
hours after the fire was extin- 


guished. 

Police say Anderson had argued 
with a bartender at Cathay 
Palace at 7:30 p.m., after the bar- 
tender "cut him off" and refused 
to serve him more alcoholic 
drinks. 

As Anderson left, he reportedly 
threatened the owner of the 
restaurant. The threat referred to 
setting the restaurant on fire. 

At 10:30 p.m. smoke was seen 
originating from the rear of the 
building, after which employees 
and patrons were evacuated from 
the restaurant, No injuries were 
reported. 

Damage was not severe. The 


roof and rear wall were burned, 
and the interior - including all the 
restaurant's food - was damaged 
by smoke. 

Anderson is suspected of dous- 
ing the rear face of the restaurant 
with a flammable liquid, and 
lighting the wall on fire. Police 
later searched Anderson's home 
with an accelerant-sniffing dog 
and discovered clothing with 
traces of flammable liquid on 
them, among other evidence. 

Police are on the lookout for a 
second suspect, who was seen 
with Anderson shortly before the 
blaze began. Sgt. Bob Budryk, 
Arson Investigator Robert Fowler 
and Detective Paul Ringwood are 
investigating the incident. 

The restaurant will be closed 
pending repairs, and an inspec- 
tion by the Board of Health.

Making end of life decisions 


STONEHAM - The Rotary Club 
that I belonged to in Des Moines, 
Iowa was so large (350 members) 
that part of the meeting practice 
was to have two “greeters” at the 
door to make members and guests 
feel welcomed. It just so happened 
that on the same day the two as- 
signed greeters were the District 
Director of the Internal Revenue 
Service and myself, the director of 
the local hospice program. As 
members lined up to enter the din- 
ing room an astute individual re- 
marked, “Look who's at the door, 
death and taxes!” Remarkably ev- 
eryone lined up on my side of the 
doorway causing a further remark 
of “That just goes to prove that 
people would rather deal withdeath 
than pay taxes!” 

How I wish this were so. As the 
director of a hospice program here 
in Massachusetts, it is very evident 
that most people have a lot of fear 
associated with dying. Because of 
this, patients and families try to 
avoid the emotional pain of con- 
fronting a terminal illness by plac- 
ing their family members in institu- 
tions or by continuing with expen- 
sive and often painful interventions 
that do not change the outcome of 
the disease. Recently, as more ter- 
minally ill patients have fought to 
control their own fates, physician 
assisted suicide has become a highly 


visible and controversial option as 
well. 

But hospice does provide a dif- 
ferent option. The hospice philoso- 
phy of care focuses on both patients 
and families. It provides palliative 
medical care for the patient, as 
well as psychological, social and 
spiritual support for both the pa- 
tient and family. In addition, hos- 
pice allows patients to receive this 
care in the comfort and dignity of 
their own homes or in home-like 
settings. This alleviates the patients’ 
fears of spending their final days in 
pain and discomfort in an alien 
environment. As most people will 
admit, it isnot death they are afraid 
of, it is the dying process. 

The hospice concept of care 
treats the person, not the disease 
and izes the quality of life, 
not the duration. The hospice team 
of volunteers and professionals 
works to develop an individualized 
plan of care that will ease the 
patient’s physical and emotional 
pain. Additionally, national studies 
Have proven that hospice care is 
Ieee coesty Ste cay eee 
ora day ina skilled nursing facility. 

Although the physical, emotional 
and financial benefits of hospice 
are evident, a more concerted ef- 
fort must be made to ensure that 
hospice care is available for all

Medical schools must 
move beyond curriculums that 
teachinterventions to cure and must 
improve physicians’ knowledge of 
quality care for dying patients when 
healing is not possible. 
Consumers also must be more 


proactive in determining how they prov. 


would like to receive end-of-life care. 
The best time to make these deci- 
sions is before facing a terminal 
illness. 


Consumers canmake their health 
care wishes known by de- 
veloping living wills and advanced 
directives. In Massachusetts, the 
Comfort Care law allowsemergency 
medical technicians to not resusci- 
tate a dying patient if they have a 
document executed that specifies 
these wishes. However, once these 
various legal documents are devel- 
oped, patients need to work with 
their physicians and families to 
ensure their directives are carried 
out. Personally, I know how impor- 
tant this is. When my mother was

Conservation Commission 


Old permits delay day care plans

WILMINGTON - A Pe opised 
‘child care center at 20 Concord 
'Street didn’t get very far along in 
\its bid for approval at the last Con- 
iservation Commission meeting. 
‘Before the commission reviews the 
"partially developed site any fur- 
ther, members want to see proof 
that the existing construction fol- 
lows conditions originally set by 

;the Department of Environmental 
+Protection. 

Elizabeth Wallis, of Hayes Engi- 

fmeering in Wakefield, presented 
owner Edward McLaughlin’s plan 
to complete construction at the lo- 
cation, which he wants to turn into 
a child care center. Additional 
work would include paving and 
grading for a parking lot, a play- 
ground, a well, a flood compensa- 
tion area and some more grading 
around the property. 

“You probably need more infor- 
mation,” said John Keeley, the as- 
sistant director of planning and 
conservation. “We need to see the 
certificate of compliance from the 
DEP,” he said about the work that 
had already been completed. 

The commission wants to see the 

sults of drainage tests for rooftop 

parking lot runoffs and the 
riverfront zone boundary added to 
the plan 

“The whole thing just isn’t ko- 
sher,” said one neighbor, George 
Lingenfelter of 11 Concord St. He 
objected to the entire project. Ac- 
cording to Lingenfelter, the origi- 
‘nal foundation was a commercial 

“one, just one of several problems he 
‘claimed the site has had over the 
years. 

“The only thing I’m trying to do 
‘Is to do it the right way,” said 
‘McLaughlin when he was later 
asked about the proposal. 


Other complications were also 
noted during the meeting. The 
site’s wetlands delineation expired 
in 1995, and DEP regulations have 
changed since the plan was first 
approved. 

The commission planned a Nov. 
7 site visit. McLaughlin agreed to 
let the public attend. The issue was 
continued to 7:30 pm at the Dec. 2nd 
meeting. 

32 Veranda Ave. 

Applicant James Toner wants to 
build a house on 32 Veranda Ave., 
but he’s running into some diffi- 
culty satisfying both zoning and 
conservation setback regulations 
within parameters of a 
grandfathered building permit 

Toner’s building permit grants 
grandfathered protection from the 
Rivers Protection Act (RPA) regu- 
lations. Although Toner acquired 
adjacent land, if he combined it 
with the approximately 5300 sq-ft. 
lot at 32, the protections from the 
grandfathered permit would no 
longer extend to the proposed joint 
parcel. Toner would then have to 
reapply for a building permit at the 
Planning Board. The project might 
have trouble passing the stricter 
RPA requirements. 

“If someone is reasonable and 
fair and everyone's interest is 
served, I’m not opposed to attempt- 
ing to meet everyone’s require- 
ments,” said Toner later on. “I’m 
hoping that my continued willing- 
ness to compromise would be ac- 
ceptable to the conservation com- 
mission. They’ve always been fair 
and consistent in the past.” 

So Toner followed conditions in 
the original permit and reduced the 
house size as well. Despite the 
adjustments, the smaller lot leaves 
little room for the building to com- 
ply with both zoning and wetlands 
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setback requirements. The planned 
house sits about 15 ft from the wet- 
lands when Conservation Commis- 
sion policies require 25 ft. To move 
the house, however, means that it 
wouldn’t comply with zoning set- 
back rules. 

The commission suggested that 
the owner approach the board of 
appeals with a request to reposition 
the house 

“I’m reviewing all the possible 
building locations on the proposed 
building site with my engineer,” 
said Toner “And if the 
commission's interests can be bet- 
ter served, reasonably, then I will 
attempt to go the board of appeals.” 

The issue will be continued to 
Dec. 16 at 7:00 pm. 

Fenway Street 

Because of a mailing snafu, not 
all neighbors within 100 ft. of a 
Fenway Street property had re- 
ceived notification of the public 
hearing scheduled for the previous 
commission meeting. This time, 
the first thing Richard Mede of 
Troy, Mede and Associates estab- 
lished was that everyone who 
needed to know about the meeting 
had been notified. 

As the representative for appli- 
cant James Mangano, Mede then 
requested permission to clean and 
grade the parcel 

“We're looking to grade 20 to 30 
feet in the area shown,” said Mede.

Health hazard? 

Because many products listed on 
Car Mart Subaru's material safe- 
ty data sheets contain isocyan- 
ates, the possibility exists that the 
odor could be more than a mere 


annoyance. 
Isocyanates are volatile chemi- 


cals found in polyurethane paints 
and foams, adhesives and sealants 
among other products. They can 
cause eye, nose, mouth, throat and 
respiratory tract irritation. Long 
term exposure to isocyanates can 
cause inflammation of lung tissue, 
skin sensitizing, bronchitis, severe 
wheezing and coughing spasms, 
pneumonia. They may also be 
human carcinogens. 

Tracy Peterson, 6 Brand Ave., 
who has led efforts to bring atten- 
tion to the fumes, is concerned 
they pose a health hazard to her 
two children, Zachary and Lucas 
MacNeill. 

In the summer months after 
Peterson first detected the smell, 
Zachary, age 3, had four nose-

The children were 
seen on Oct. 21 by Dr. Alan Woolf, 
the Director of the Poison Center 
and Director of the Pediatric En- 
vironmental Health Center at 
Children's Hospital in Boston. 
Dr. Woolf diagnosed the children 
with "possible toxic exposure." 
"My children play ‘run from the 
paint smell," they can't even go 
outside," Peterson said.

She found among 
other debris an empty bottle of 
31.4 percent hydrochloric acid, a 
powerful corrosive; spray cans of 
empty fuel-injection-system clean- 
er; a hydraulic jack oil container;

Car Mart Subaru discussed at Tuesday meeting 


Car Mart’s problem smells, at 
least according to neighbors. On 
November 16, WBZ’s Channel 4 led 
its 11pm broadcast with neighbor 
Tracey Peterson’s complaints 
against the company. During the 
broadcast, she alleged that strong 
smelling emissions from Car Mart 
are responsible for the nosebleeds 
hertwochildrenhave suffered since 
the summer. She said the nose- 
bleeds were profuse. 


After one inspection of the area 
by the auto body shop on Sat., 
Nov. 7, Peterson came down with 
a number of symptoms including 
nausea, vomiting, dizziness, 
headache, fatigue, burning eyes 
and a sore throat. She went to the 
Wilmington Regional Health Cen- 
ter, and was released with medica- 
tions. 

Peterson said her family has 
lived on Brand Ave. for four gener- 
ations, over one hundred years, 
and said she would not move 
because of the odor, but intends to 
see an end to it 

On a recent visit to Brand Ave., 
Rep. Jim Miceli encountered the 
smell coming from Car Mart's 
auto body shop. 

"It's horrific, those poor folks 
can't even keep their windows 
open,” Miceli said. "It was as if 
you were sitting in a room you just 
varnished, I can't believe the 
damage hasn't already been 
done." 

A Car Mart representative said 


Since the last time the case went 
to court, the fire or health depart- 
ments have recorded three inci- 
dents of strong odor at the site. At 
Tuesday’s meeting, Director Greg 
Erickson said that Car Mart in-

Football team loses third game 


Great effort turns 
into tough loss

On pretty much any other given 
Saturday afternoon, the effort the 
Wilmington High football team 
gave this weekend would have 
beaten any other team 

However, when it comes to put- 
ting a team away, they just haven't 
found that niche yet 

And when it comes to big plays 
coming at the right moment, Wilm- 
ington also lost that round to 
Masconomet, as the Fighting Chief- 
tains and Tim Gale did just that 
when they needed to, overcoming a 
14-0 halftime deficet to beat the 
‘Cats 28-21 at Alumni Field. 

Bob Almeida's squad weren't 
not short on effort, nor execution 
for the most part as they moved the 
ball all game long, in probably the 
best football game played in recent 
memory concerning a Wildcat 
team. But it was obvious that the 
‘Cats just aren't there yet, they are 
on the verge but not over the clear- 
ing hump 

“We are very disappointed on 
one sense that we let the game slip 
away. We haven't be able to put 
teams away," Almeida said. "These 
kids have to realize that they can't 
lose their focus. They get so dis- 
courage when something bad hap- 
pens that they lose their focus and 
concentration. 

"They have to focus on what got 
them the lead in the first place. 
That's when we need a few players 
to step up defensively and make a 
big play. We didn't get that on 
Saturday." 

When it counted, Gale's second 
half emergence looked as if the 
masterful job the 'Cats 'D' did on 


him in the first half, was a tease on 
his part. All he did in the second 
half was rush for 122 yards, scoring 
two touchdowns and breaking free 
on several long lugs. 

As for the Wildcats, turnovers 
were a huge difference 

On the first drive of the second 
half, sophomore back Bob French 
had a great run driving his feet and 
a few defenders back, when he 
fumbled the ball. A play later the 
lead was cut in half at 14-7 when

"Bob really impressed me with 
what he did (7 carries, 69 yards)," 
said Almeida. "It's hard to fault a 
kid who was running as good as he 
was. He's a very tough kid who 
won'tback down from anyone. That 
was a great run. But it was a 
crucial turnover." 

Wilmington upped the score to 
21-7 when Josh Hiltz, who had an 
awesome game, hooked up with 
Dave DeAmato for the second time 
in the game and sixth time during 
the season on a touchdown through 
the air. This time the duo hooked 
up on a 24-yard TD. Iterestingly 
enough, Masco had planned to set 
their defense up on that play so 
DeAmato couldn't get the football, 
however, he found a way. All of 
that was lost as Masco sandwiched 
two more touchdowns inbetween 
with the second one from their own 
2-yard line when they intercepted a 
halfback option pass of the "Cats. 

"After Masco scored we kept 
telling the kids that 'hey we're ahead 
so go out and make a big play' and 
Iwas disappointed that no one did," 
Almeida said. "I feltas if we played 
very well and that we moved the 


ball very well. I thought it was our 
best offensive showing all season 

"I thought we hit on all cylinders 
against a pretty good defensive 
team. But Gale came up big when 
he had to and he is a very tough kid 
to stop. Sometimes a coach gets 
upset when the kids are not doing 
what they were coached to do. And 
when guys don't do that then you'll 
have guys like Gale going the dis 
tance." 

After stopping Masco at the 'Cats 
28 yard line to open the game on a 
long series, the 'O' finally got onthe 
field to do some things. And that's 
when quarterback Josh Hiltz 
emerged into a different level of 
play. What a game this kid had. In 
the first series, he had two carries 
for a combined 32 yards and he

Over the past few years, the 
Gordon College women's field 
hockey team has been in a little 
slump.

worked long and hard to get Wilm- 
ington where they are.

ago their son Doug Jr. was diag- 
nosed with autism, which is a 
neurological and developmental 
disorder which affects a per- 
son’s ability to communicate 
and reason. The Foundation 
aims to provide funding to dis- 
advantaged families who need 
assistance in caring for autistic 
children, to fund research and 
education efforts, and to serve 
as a communications center for 
autistic programs and services. 
A portion of the proceeds of all 
Flutie Flakes sold go to the 
Foundation. 

And have they been selling. 
Grocery stores throughout the 
Buffalo region have giant signs 
in the windows proclaiming that 
they have Flutie Flakes in stock, 
but that the limit is two boxes 
per customer. Sporting goods 
stores have taken to carrying 
the product, along with sports 
memorabilia shops, clothing 
stores and corner convenience 
centers. Various supermarkets 
in eastern Massachusetts have 
started stocking the cereal on 
local shelves, and while the 
demand isn’t quite as high here 
as in Buffalo, early sales were 
reported as being brisk. 

Football is a business, and a 
team must succeed in the profit 
margin as well as in the stand- 
ings. Flutie has also managed to 
work his magic in that depart- 
ment. Over 79,000 fans showed 
up for a win over Miami two 
weeks ago, while 72,020 attended 
Sunday’s game. A look around 
the parking lots Sunday after- 
noon found license plates from 
New York, Pennsylvania, Ver- 
mont, New Hampshire, a large 
number from Canada, and, of 
course, Massachusetts. While 
the Boston fans were there in 
great numbers, dressed in full 
Patriots regalia, some could be 
seen cheering when Flutie 
would do something spectacular, 
because it’s hard to root against 
the Hub’s native son. 

Not everyone is going to the 
Stadium this year to see Doug, 
but he is ceratinly putting his 
fair share of fannies in the 
seats. Bills ownership needed to 
sell $11 million worth of club 
seats by December 1 when the 
season started, in order for a 
‘stadium lease that lasts until at 
least 2003 ta kick in Fans were 
reluctant to fork over the cash 
early on, with only about $4 mil- 
lion worth of seats being sold as 
of the begii of October. 

Enter Flutie. The wins keep 
coming, and so do the orders for 
club seats, at a rate of at least 
100 a day following a Bills victo- 
ry, according to both ‘Shout!’ 
and The Buffalo News. The team 
currently néeds to sell Jess than 
$1 million worth of seats before 
the deadline, and the win on 
Sunday should ensure that the 
goal is met.

Seeing stars 
in Reading 


“The students may be the 
stars of the Reading Memorial 
High School Drama Club, but 
it's the support of the parents 
that helps put those performers 
on stage,” notes the Reading edi- 
tion of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“The show must go on and 
that’s the-reason the Parents 
Supporting Student Theater 
(PSST) was created. 

“Parents have been helping 
the Drama Club for years by 
providing transportation, set 
building, acting as chaperones, 
helping with refreshments and 
sewing costumes.

Here, in mother’s own 
words recorded in the documen- 
tary, is what happened: 

“She would scream a lot and 
tantrum. With even little 
demands, she would throw her- 
self on the ground, bang her

head, slap her face and bite her 
wrist. But in the second week of 
the program she made her first 
sign..I remember we were in the 
swimming pool and she was in 
the hot tub and she looked at 
me, smiled and for the first time 
in her life spontaneously signed 
come to me. I immediately ran 
to her. 


From that time - everyday 
she would come up with a new 
sign she had learned in school: 
come, go, plate, give, cup, glass.. 
About one month later she both 
signed and spoke her first words 
“come” give” “plate” “juice” 
“drink”. After three months and 
three weeks she could request in 
words-using simple sentences- 
"Give Angela juice (or drink or 
apple).” Or she would say, “I 
want juice.I want play. I want 
toys.” 

Once Angela started to sign 
and speak that was the turning 
point in her life. Actually, that 
was the turning point in our life. 
Our whole life changed because 
she became much happier. She 
tolerated changes much better. 
And, for the very first time in 
her life she could wait for things 
she wanted. She now under- 
stands what we say to her and 
she focuses much better. 

Since we left the program I 
haven't seen her slapping her 
face or biting her wrist. Also, 
her tantrums and screaming 
have subsided. I would like to 
thank Mrs. Miller (director of 
the LCDC/Lynnfield program) 
and Dr. Miller (director of 
LCDC/Boston) for implementing 
this program for Angela. And I 
would like to thank the excep- 
tional teachers and therapists 
who were very gentle and caring 
and yet made a profound change 
in her life and in ours.” 

And now, a year later, six 
year old Angela has returned 
with her mother, a nurse, and 
her father, an engineer, to LCDC 
to attempt the next step in her 
language development - learning 
to read and write. 

The program at LCDC teach- 
es not only basic academic 
skills, it teaches how to be with 
others and take their needs as 


well as her own into account. 
So, if all goes well and LCDC’s 
staff and their unique Symbol 
Accentuation Reading Program 
succeeds, Angela and her par-

“The Waterboy” funny at times 


MOVIE: “THE WATERBOY” 
GRADE: ** 

Review: Adam Sandler again 
plays the role of the lovable idiot 
in this story about a dim-witted 
waterboy who becomes a star 
playing college football. 

Sandler is Bobby Boucher, a 
backwards lad who is so domi- 
nated by his mother hat he isn’t 
even allowed to talk to girls or 
attend school. The 31-year-old 
loser spends his time being a 
professional waterboy for col- 
lege football teams, whose play- 
ers regularly pick on him. 

When he gets a job as water- 
boy for a sad, stupid team, 
coached by Henry Winkler, he 
takes out his years of pent-up 
aggression on the team’s quar- 
terback, and everyone realizes 
he can hit the stuffing out of 
people.

To 
catch drips, tape a paper plate 
to the can's bottom.

~ With alkyd paint, two thin 
coats are better than one thick 
one.

When painting around 
trim, keep a screwdriver and a 
cloth dampened with solvent 
handy. If you get a bit of paint 
on the trim, fold the cloth 
around the tip of the tool and 
wipe the paint away. 


- For an easy, accurate way 
to scrape paint from windows, 
place a 4-inch-wide drywall 
taping knife blade against the 
putty or wood molding. Slide a 
razor-blade scraper against the 
knife blade to make a perfect 
line, 

~ Remove masking tape as 
soon as the paint is dry enough 
that it won’t run -or smear: If 
you have to delay tape 
removal, soften the adhesive 
first by heating the tape with a 
hair dryer. 

~ Don’t paint over a drip, 
run or stray bristle after the 
paint becomes tacky. Instead, 
hold a piece of masking tape at 
both ends, press the tape gent- 
ly over the flaw and pull it 
straight off. When the paint 
dries fully, sand the area 
smooth and touch it up. Storing

~ When storing leftover 
paint, mark a line on the out- 
side of the can to indicate how 
much is left. You can see if you 
have enough paint for a job. 

-- Wipe away the paint in the 
rim of the can before sealing. 
Then stretch a piece of plastic 
wrap over the rim. Tap the lid 
in place with light hammer 
blows on alternate sides of the 
lid. 

— A skin will form on any 
leftover paint after awhile. To 
avoid a messy removal job, 
store the paint can upside 
down. Turn the can right side 
up when it’s time to reopen it. 
The skin will be at the bottom 
ofthe can. 

~ Rust and paint flakes often 
form .in stored latex paint. 
Pour the paint into a plastic or 
glass jar with a screw lid. Rub 
a bit of petroleum jelly on the 
threads of the lid. 

— You can also keep leftover 
paint in a resealable plastic 
bag. Squeeze the air out and 
seal the bag. Then put it in the 
original can and tap the lid 
closed.

Ceramic tile is an attractive 
and durable material that is es- 


pecially popular above 
bathtubs and inside showers. 
However, tile isn't 


maintenance-free. When prob- 
lems arise, you'll have two 
simple choices. You can fix 
them now, for a few dollars, or 
you can fix them later, for 
hundreds more. 

The problems almost always 
begin with damaged grout 
joints, and for one of two rea- 
sons. In today’s housing 
market, installers need to 
move through a job quickly. 
The problem is that tile work 
resists speed with two ob- 
stacles. The first is that tile 
mastic cures too slowly, the 
second is that grout cures too 
quickly. 

As for curing the grout, the 
best approach is a wet cure, 
where the normal drying rate 
is prolonged.
